 WHEREAS, currently red-shirting for the Volunteers this season after swimming as a 

junior last spring, Mr. Wright shattered the previous high-score for a UT diver on the one-meter 

springboard, set by former Olympian Jevon Tarantino, as he scored 396.00 on his way to 

claiming the national title; and  

 WHEREAS, through his dedication and hard work, Mr. Wright has excelled in the rigors 

and demands of this meticulously precise sport, and winning this national competition is an 
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incredible feat and a testament to his expertise as well as the training and guidance of UT 

Diving Coach Dave Parrington; and  

WHEREAS, Mr. Wright epitomizes all that is good in athletic competition; he has 

achieved a premier level of success in competition while showing the highest degree of 

character in every facet of his daily life; and
